GENEVA — The three Western 
powers Monday presented the 
Soviet Union with a general state- 
ment of their basic terms for set- 
tiement of the future of West 


Soviet Foreign Minister Gro- 
myko gave no indication the 
Kremlin is prepared to accept 
these terms. A restricted session 
of the conference of foreign min- 
isters at his villa Monday pro- 
duced a great deal of action, 
Western sources disclosed, but no 
movement toward agreement on 
the central issue of West Berlin. 


The terms put forward by the 
West fell under five general head- 
ings. 

PROPOSALS OUTLINED 


Shorn of diplomatic verbiage, 
these proposals are: | 


1. The Western powers should | 
retain all the rights granted them | 
in West Berlin under the occupa- | 
tion statute. 


2. Both East and West should | 
formally express their willingnes. 
to seek reduction of tension in 
Berlin through creation of a com-

The com- | 
mission would examine charges 
of subversion and propaganda 
from both sides, 


ADVISERS SUGGESTED 


3. The three Western powers 
would declare that troop strength 
in West Berlin garrisons would 
be frozen at a figure agreed 
among the three governments. 


4. Complete freedom of move- 
ment of civilian and military 
traffic between West Berlin and 
the Federal Republic would be 
guaranteed by the four powers. 
A commission composed of the 
four occupation powers and rep- 
resentatives of the West and East 
German governments, acting as 
advisers, would be established to 
oversee implementation of the 
rights of access. 


5. The proposals covered in

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Hopes for Summit 
Grow More Dim 


Diplomats now are worried that a 
breakdown of the Big Four foreign 
ministers’ talks is imminent unless some- 
thing occurs to break the stalemate over 
Berlin. 

The Russians thus far have refused 
any sort of interim agreement on the 
rights of the Allies in West Berlin, ap- 
parently hoping to delay any discussion 
of the problem for a summit meeting. 
The’ United States, through President 
Eisenhower, has stated plainly there will 
be no such meeting unless there is some 
progress at Geneva. 

‘"] don't see how the head of any 
self-respecting government,” says the 
President, “can go to an international 
conference in response to any kind of 
thing that can be interpreted as a threat.” 
And, in the background at Geneva, of 
course, are all kinds of threats from 
Khrushchev, 

In addition to his rocket-rattling, the 
Russian dictator has threatened to sign

To agree to a summit 
meeting under such conditions would be 
a major diplomatic defeat for the West 
which would have repercussions every- 
where. 

The Allied position is not unreason- 
able. We simply want our rights guar- 
anteed in Berlin while negotiations for 
settlement of the whole German prob- 
lem are carried forward. 

Khrushchev, meanwhile, insists that a 
summit meeting will be held. In that, 
there is some assurance Moscow might 
bend from its rigid position. Surety he 
must knew the United States and her 
Allies cannot afford to be forced to a 
heads-of-state conference by threats and 
blackmail.

Florida Legislature Sets 
Common Sense Course 


Florida’s Legislature has adjourned 
after a 60-day session in which the state 
kept on its moderate, sensible course, 
refusing attempts by extremists to change 
that course. 

The group time after time beat down 
attempts by immoderates to adopt legis- 
lation which would permit the closing of 
Florida’s publie schools. The chief racial 
legislation was to strengthen the pupil 
placement law which enables local boards 
to screen applicants for scholastic abil- 
ity as well as moral qualifications, home 
environment, ete. Still another bill al- 
lows parents to transfer their children 
from a school tn which there are some 
Negro students. 

But Florida rejected all attempts to 
adopt any legislation which would de- 
stroy public education. This was a tri- 
umph for the leadership of Gov. Leroy 
Collins. Sixty days ago the Legislature 
opened in a mood hostile to him. It 
heard his masterful address and re- 
sponded with lukewarm applause. But 
so wise was the speech and so con- 
vincing that it won the support of those 
legislators with open minds. 

Once again Gov. Collins and Florida 
have shown us that with the right sort 
of leadership a state may follow a mod- 
erate course in which common sense pre- 
vails,

City Traffic Fatalities 
Fewer, but Still High 


The fact that only 27 people were 
killed on Atlanta streets during the first 
five months of 1959 compared to 36 is 
encouraging indeed. It speaks well for 
stepped-up enforcement of traffic laws 
and better publie understanding. 

But even so, the 27 who have died 
provide mute testimony that traffic in 
Atlanta remains one of our most pressing 
problems and that the coordinated ef- 
forts of the police, the courts and the 
public is required to reduce the toll. 

The number of mishaps has not been 
reduced—only the fatalities. There con- 
tinues to be an appalling toll of damace 
to property and a high rate of injuries. 
Much of it is due to carelessness and 
disregard of the rights of others, Most 
accidents still are due to driver error, 
as the Atlanta Traffic and Safety Coun- 
cil continues to tell us. 

But not only drivers are at fault. as 
Judge Paul Bynum noted Sunday. Pe- 
destrians, through ignorance or careless- 
ness, manage to add to the toll of dead 
and injured. Thirteen of those killed this 
year have been pedestrians and in many 
cases through their own fault. But 
drivers should acquaint themselves with 
and respect the rights of those who walk. 

We are now entering the summer 
season when traffie will be at its peak. 
Let each of us resolve to obey the law 
and the rights of others. Let us give 
full support to the police department and 
to the courts in their sincere effort to 
save lives. 
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NATO Squabble Harms 
West's Defense Plans 


At a time when the West should be 
united on all fronts, there appears an- 
other wide crack in the NATO wall. 
France says she will make no more com- 
mitments to NATO, in fact, unless and 
until the United States and Britain share 
their atomic secrets. 

The squabble, which has been smol- 
dering for some months, has reached such 
a serious stage that Gen. Norstad, NATO's 
supreme commander in Europe, has de- 
cided to withdraw all the organization's 
fighter-bombers from French sail. 

President De Gaulle has decreed that 
France will not allow atomic weapons on 
French soil unless he shares control of 
them. The United States and Britain are 
unwilling to do so. They do not wish to 
release their atomic secrets and atomic 
weapons to a government which has been 
as unstable as that of France. 

De Gaulle still insists that France be 
considered as a great world power, fully 
equal to the United States and Britain. 
He apparently is willing to sacrifice 
much of NATO’s power to prove his 


point. 
This action, of course, is serious. 
France is the hub of NATO and the 


whole Western European security sys- 
tem. It is incredible that De Gaulle 
would go to such lengths on a point of 
national pride as to weaken dangerously 
the entire military position of the West. 
That, however, is the effect of what has 
happened. 
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Progress in Dairying

Georgia’s observance of National Dairy 
Month. 


Once again we are reminded of the 
impact of dairying upon the health and 
economical well being of the citizens of 
Georgia and all the other states. 

It accounts for 19 per cent of the 
gross national income from agriculture 
and supplies 30 per cent of the nation’s 
diet of animal protein. Milk is the most 
healthful of all beverages for human 
consumption. 

In Georgia the annual income from 
dairying almost doubled in the past 10 
years. The amount realized in 1957 ex- 
ceeded 50 million dollars. A program 
recently outlined by the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service looks toward an income 
of 75 million dollars from this source 
some six years from now.

Metropolitan Governments 
Needed for Urban Areas 


All the recent falk about a flight to the suburbs has tended to 
obscure the fact. that the leng-time trend toward eoncentration af 
America’s population has. gone right on. Suburbs may be growing 
faster than the central cities, but there is no over-all dispersal 


movement. 

It is now not se much a farm- 
to-city trek as a reaching out of 
large thickly settled areas to take 
in one-time farm areas. 

What these changes will do to 
traditional political subdivisions 
is becoming a question of intense 
interest in many sections of the 
country. 

Only recently, we have seen the 
state of Connecticut move to abol- 
ish county governments. The New 
York metropolitan area, covering 
a space of a score of counties and 
cities in three states, may soon be 
asked to consider setting up a le- 
gally constituted over-all planning 
agency. _ 

Efforts to foster a metropolitan 
solution to metropolitan problems 
have often fallen afoul of this 
fragmentation of authority. 

Nevertheless, limited progress 
toward broadened political au- 
thority has been achieved through 
annexation, city-county consolida- 
tion, transfer of functions, limited- 


purpose districts and met- 
The concentration of population 
will continue and the problem of 
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metropolitan government _ will 
grow. Census-takers in 1950 found 
that 56 per cent of the people in 
the United States lived in metro- 
politan areas, those made up of a 
county containing one or more ci- 
ties of 50,000 population, and any 
adjacent predominently nonagri- 
cultural counties. 

In 1950, there were. 168 metro- 
politan areas; today the number 
is 180 and the 1960 census is ex- 
pected to show more than 60 per 
cent of the population living there. 
By 1970, it may be as high as 70 
per cent. . 

That being the outlook, it is only 


natural that the search for solu- 


tions is being stepped up. Study 
commissions on metropolitan 
problems are functioning in many 
areas, some by local or state gov- 
ernments, some by _ citizens 
groups, some by private founda- 
tions. | 

For 80 years now, the popula- 
tion pattern of the country has 
been steadily changing. Govern- 
ment structures must be styled to 
meet the accumulation of unmet 
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able to tell what they have ac- 
complished. We may not be able 
to find out what the foreign min- 
isters’ discussions mean for civi- 
lization if memorandums giving 
the essential facts are not sent 
out daily from the discussion 
halls. We will make progress 
in international relations only 
when we are willing to face the 
facts. 

President Eisenhower has not 
been answering questions very 
well at his press conferences. If 
he wants to make progress he 
had better get some better ad- 
visers. I have read about some 
stumbling in press conferences 
in regard to national and inter- 
national problems which may be 
due to improper briefing on re- 
lated situations.

WASHINGTON—The Senate, in its great de 
bate on whether to confirm President Eisen- 
hower’s nomination of Lewis L. Strauss to be 
secretary of commerce, is sitting in the most solemn of all its roles 


as a high tribunal of this republic. It is putting a man’s public 
career on trial. It is a career reaching across more than 40 years 


of service. 

The blocs that are forming are 
mainly partisan blocs, with the 
Democrats generally against con- 
firmation and the Republicans 
very generally for it. But the 
réal division is between those who 
deeply value tradition and those 
who can take tradition or leave 
it alone. 

The tradition itself is abso- 
lutely clear: Historically, the 
Senate will not refuse to ratify 
a Cabinet appointment without 
overpowering reason. 

The old guard Republicans— 
Strauss himself is one, and this 
is at the heart of his trouble now 
—are moving with stolidly hid- 
den passion to his defense. 

The modern-liberal Republicans 
do not greatly like Strauss or his 
ideas. They are standing with 
him mainly in defense of the 
President's right to have a Cabi- 
net of his own choosing. 

The Democrats are more nearly 
divided on the inside than they 
appear on the outside. It is they, 
generally, who like Strauss least 
of all. For to them, of all men, 
his policies and ideas are the 
most unpleasing. But many of 
them know, too, that to dislike a 
man’s viewpoint is not justifica- 
tion for convicting that man in 
a lofty court such as this. 

Strauss’ public personality has 
been endlessly described—a right- 
wing Republican, a very rich 
big-business type, and so on. But

Strauss, in a word, is a hard 
man to defend because he so 
personifies an era that is even 
harder to defend—the lost, pro- 
foundly unpopular era of Herbert 
Hoover. 

All the same, Strauss’ trial is 
not the only one going on in this 
small, almost intimate chamber 
of vast power. The Senate, too, 
is on trial. Is it big enough to be 
fair, even to the wrongheaded, 
even to a past that not many, 
surely, would want to see re- 
turn?

In Repair of 
Homes Cited 


The Better Business Bureau of 
Atlanta warns homeowners to be 
on guard against fraudulent home 
repair promoters out to capitalize 
on new city efforts to clean up 
slums and potential slum areas. 


BBB manager James W. Steph- 
ens declared that the ‘‘commend- 
able step’ Atlanta is now taking 
in the direction of alleviating and 
clearing slums is ‘‘attractive to 
the selfish, unethical, and some- 
times outright fraudulent pro- 
moters”’ as well as to legitimate 
operators. 


“The greedy are ready to cap- 
italize on public sentiment .. . 
whenever the interest is stimu- 
lated and keyed to the point of 
action.” 


ITEMS OF ADVICE 


In alerting owners of houses in 
areas that might be affected by 
the city’s program to watch out 
for promoters of home repair 
schemes, the Atlanta BBB ad- 
vised: 


1. If at all possible, deal only 
with contractors of reputation. 


2. If you are personally unfa- 
miliar with a contractor and his 
work, secure the names of his 
previous customers and ask them 
if his work has held up satis- 
factorily. Check with the Better 
Business Bureau, too. 


3. Get. estimates from several 
reliable local contractors. 


4. Check on the exact financ- 
ing terms, and whether the fi- 
nancing institution has any record 
of complaints against the con- 
tractor. 


5. Don't do business with any 
firm which engages in ‘bait and 
switch” selling techniques. 


6. Beware the ‘“‘display house”’ 
pitch.

7. Never authorize any contrac- 
tor or repair man to do any work 
on your house, or to have access 
to your furnace, until you have 
completed preliminary checking 
and are prepared to proceed on 
terms which have been mutually 
agreed upon.

Figure out where you want 
to go... and what you are best 
at.

4. Education and special train- 
ing. If your job experience is 
limited, make the most of your 
scholastic achievements. 


5. Other qualifications, such as 
wide travel, knowledge of lan- 
guages, membership in profes- 
sional or business organizations, 
any articles you have had pub- 
lished that bear on your field. 


6. Personal data: Age. Marital | 


status. Military service. Health. | 
Not necessary to mention relig- | 
ion, or include a photo. . . un- 
less you are specifically asked 
about them later. 


Things that should NOT go into 
a@ resume: 


1. References. Save them for 
personal interview later. 


2. Critical remarks about for- 
mer employers, fellow workers. 

3. Salary. Save that for the 
later personal interview. If you 
put salary in, it may look too 
cheap. . . or too expensive. 


4. Reasons for leaving previous 
jobs. They may sound too defen- 
sive in cold type. The record will 
show the jobs you left for better 


jobs. Save the rest for oral discus- 


sion. . . if asked.

Q.My white nylon tricot 
slips tend to hecome yellowed, 
even after only a few wear- 
ings. Can you tell me what's 
wrong, and if there is anything 
I can do to prevent it? 


A. There is nothing inherent 


in nylon which causes it to 
turn yellow, and it usually 


doesn’t if cared for pronerlv. 
However, to prevent vellowine, 
the following suggestions might 
be helpful to you. 


(1) Thorough washing is aA 
must, preferably in a machine 
if construction of your slip per- 
mits, and using a heavy-duty 
soap or synthetic detergent. 
Sometimes the ‘easy washine”’ 
is overdone, and it's important 
to remember that the ‘dunk 
and rinse’’ which may be all 
right for your stockings is not 
enough for slips. 


(2) Thorough rinsing is equal- 
ly important, to remove every 
trace of suds or soap particles. 
If left in, these may cause dis- 
coloration of the fabric. Soap 
residue may be the result of 
problems due to hard water, 
and if this is the case use of 
water softeners will help.

A few days after I wrote a column mentioning that we had 
named our new cockér spaniel Isma Dooly, I got this fine mes- 
sage from Mr. Jova: 


“T too have a puppy called Isma Dooly, smothered in russet 
ringlets, and what matter that this puppy is by now two and a 
half years old, great with child, and dangerously close to the 
accoucheur's couch. I love her well and still think of her as 
pattering (and spattering!) on tiny paws. 


“Still, here am I at the office reading your column while for 
all I know, poor Isma is at home alone heating water, lots of it, 
and tearing up old sheets as she frantically scans her copy of 
‘Every Girl Her Own Midwife.’ I tell you it’s harrowing for a guy 
to be away from his favorite poodle when her time is upon her!” 


Even more harrowing, Mr. Jova, is to go home and find your 
Isma missing. Ours disappeared between 9 and 9:30 p.m. Friday. 
She evidently slipped out the door between the goings and comings 
of young folks and being young herself—a babyish five months— 
wandered too far from home and was picked up by somebody. 
We have phoned the pound and the Atlanta Humane Society, put 
an ad in the paper and searched the neighborhood and now all we 
can do is wait and hope she is safe with somebody who will re- 
turn her when they learn she has folks who love her and want her. 


Meanwhile, we can’t help being astonished that Isma Dooly’s 
name—a distinguished one for many years before her death 38 
years ago—should suddenly be chosen by two dog lovers for their 
pets. I found a lot of present-day Atlantans never heard of Miss 
Isma Dooly. She died in 1921 after a long and honorable career 
as society editor of The Atlanta Constitution. 


Since I wrote of borrowing her name for our bright and sassy 
little puppy I’ve heard from numbers of her old friends, people 
who remember her as a woman with a durable sense of humor, 
a fine mind, a humane spirit and quick: tongue. 


Miss Dooly, according to Ishbel Ross, the New York newspaper 
woman, was the first Southern society editor to become dissatis- 
fied with merely reporting the social activity in her area. She 
thought women were interested in something beyond euchre parties 
and she developed what Miss Ross called ‘‘a sound woman's page.”’ 
She evidently figured that there was power in organization because 
Rix Stafford, worked for women’s 
clubs and eventually saw the formation of the Georgia Federation. 


Miss Dooly worked so devotedly to get women admitted to the 
University of Georgia that a plaque memorializing her effort was 
placed on the first women’s dormitory. She was also passionately 
interested in children, particularly Negro children and mountain 
children who lived where there were no schools. An auditorium at

“After four years of working 
outside in the Army,” Mr. Gur- 
ney recalled, “I couldn't take 
working inside again. I wanted 
to make a place for my wife, 
a place of our own.” 


But a depression in Canada 
in 31 forced him into the print- 
ing business, which led to a job 
in New York. He was still a 
cliff dweller when the soon-to- 
be Mrs. Gurney joined him. 


‘‘We were married in the New 
York city hall 36 years ago,” 
petite Mrs. Gurney recalled. 
“We lived in the city for 10 
years, the kind of life I was 
used to.” 


But her husband's deep love 
for the svil was imparted to 
the young woman from Bir- 
mingham, who quickly affirmed 
his suggestion to buy five acres 
of woodland in New Jersey. 
It was on this tract that their 
real pioneering began. 


They cleared the land by 
hand, just the two of them, us- 
ing what today might seem 
crude tools: Axe and plow. 


PLOWED BY CAR 


“We had an old jalopy, but 
ho mule,”” Mrs. Gurney said, a 
twinkle in her eye. “Bill hitched 
the plow to the car, which I 
drove while he plowed. We 
really started on a shoe string.” 


With their own hands, they 
constructed a house of field- 
stone from the lands. Mrs. Gur- 
ney washed the stones, the gran- 
ite boulders and rocks, scrub- 
bing them ih a tub of water. 
She did all the stonework on 
the house. 


“Sometimes it took almost as 
long to figure out how to go 
about it as it did to do the 
actual work,”” she said. “It was 
completely new to us, We read 
books from the library, asked 


| questions of everyone we 


knew.”’ 


A well was drilled on time 
payments. They bought a cou- 
ble of goats — a cow was too 
expensive. They learned how to 
put waste material to use, strip- 
ping trees to uSe as fertilizer 
for their fruit orchard. They 
dug a full-sized cellar, 60x40 
feet, carrying dirt out in buck- 
ets. 


“We called it our five-year 
plan,” Mrs. Gurney laughed. 
“And it was exactly five years 
from the time we started until 
the last stone was put into 
place. All this time, Bill con 
tinued his job in the print 
shop.”’

through Georgia, the first of a 
half-dozen such trips. Always 
they traveled with a prospect- 
ing eye—watching for likely 
farmland. They thought they’d 
like to live in the South. 


A few years later, they start- 
ed searching in earnest, 
pausing in different towns to 
ask about available land.

not like leaving it to strangers. 
Their pioneer spirit prevails 
here, too: They added to the 


house, built a couple of barns, 
a “pig parlor,” chicken houses 
and made other improvements, 
Firm believers in organic farm- 
ing, Mr. Gurney made 75 dif- 
ferent trips to nearby Swains- 
boro for cotton seed waste to 
use as fertilizer. They started a 
field of comfrey to feed the 
stock, caréfully tended a big 
garden. (Mr. Gurney got the 
garden started during one of 
his wife’s visits to the children 
in New Jersey. “‘That’s a hus- 
band’s duty,”” he declared. “‘A 
wife should have the enjoyment 


of agarden, but not the 
drudgery.’’) 
The transplanted pioneers 


grow practically everything 
they need. Mrs. Gurney makes 
her own butter and bread. They 
use ho sugar, but sweeten their 
fare with honey from the bee- 
hives. Mr. Gurney grinds feed 
for the stock from grain: raised 
on the farm. The small, but 
sturdy oak tree on their front 
lawn was transplanted from the 
woods by Mrs. Gurney, who dug 
beneath the roots, balled it and 
supervised moving it with a 
tractor. (‘And we didn’t lose 
even one leaf from it,” she said 
proudly. } 


“After a week here,” the 
English gentlewoman revealed, 
““wé felt as though we'd nevef 
had any other home.”’

Some time ago, I presented a 
method for identifying a single 
ton, a method which is based on 
logic rather than arbitrary con- 
vention. It is this: When a player 
names three suits and includes a 
jump in his sequence of bids, he 
shows a singleton or void in the 
fourth suit. 


When the hand was actually 
played, South did not rise to the 
occasion. He opened with one 
diamond and North marked time 
with a two club response. South 
was more or less forced to rebid 
two diamonds, since no other call 
was suitable. North’s two heart 
bid was another force and left 
South with no adequate rebid. He 
decided to return to three clubs, 
convinced that North would take 
further action. North now leaped 
to four diamonds and South, con- 
cerned about the spades merely 
went on to five, North had given 
his all and passed. 


North, having named two suits 
of his own and jumped in the 
third, marked himself with no 
more than a singleton in the 
fourth suit. The question may be 
raised as to responder’s proced- 
ure, holding a strong hand with 
two suits, trump support and a 
doubleton in the fourth suit. In 
such cases he should either show 
one suit and jump, or two suits 
and raise without a jump.

The time was 11 p.m. All day we had been in 
the saddle, in a downpour of rain. In spite of the 
slickers that covered us from head to where the 

~~ rubber edges fell down around 
our boot tops, we were soaked 
to the hide. Only one hour short 
of midnight, and the rain con- 
tinued to fall in a solid sheet 
which promised nothing but 
more of the dreary, dismal 
hours before dawn. 

We rode into a fringe of tim- 
ber and I creaked out of the 
saddle, holding on for a moment 
to the saddle horn until I could 
i : get my legs adjusted to the 
Chartie Ellictt ground. I dropped my reins and 
helped the guide remove the diamond hitch which 
held pots and pans, food, sleeping gear and a 
heavy tarpaulin on our pack horse. 


We quickly spread the tarp between four trees 
to make a canvas roof, piled the duffle under it 
and went to work with an ax. Within a matter of 
minutes the woodsman had a good fire going in 
front of the shelter, the coffee pot on and a slab 
of jerky hung on a spit close to the flames. We 
left the saddles and saddle blankets on our horses 
to keep them warm, tied the animals in a thicket 
nearby, and came back to the fire to dry our 
clothes, cook supper and spread our beds on the 
thick carpet of spruce needles. 


Instead of the desolate, uncomfortable night I 
expected, we slept dry, warm and soundly, to the 
lullaby of wind and rain in the spruce forest. 

When we were prepared for them, the hours I 
remember longer than any of the others, have 
been spent in a rain in the woods. There is 
something invigorating and refreshing about a

rainstorm. Whether it falls gently out of calm, 
gray skies, or slashes through the forest crowns, 
the spell it casts on a wilderness world make up 
some of the most dramatic moments out of doors. 


I know a few folks who like to walk in the 
rain. Occasionally on a storm night my old fish- 
ing and golfing companion, Pierce Harris, puts 
on his rain suit and strolls through the wet dark- 
ness along Oakdale road. Arthur Woody, famous 
north Georgia forest ranger, used to say that he'd 
been wet more days in the woods than he’d been 
dry. A rainy day, or rainy night, stirs something 
in us that reaches a'long way back for the raw, 
primitive feel of the earth. 


Many of my most enjoyable moments on a 
summer trout stream were when a mass of 
clouds blew suddenly across the golden day and 
brought one of those unexpected summer show- 
ers that swept the ridge tops and filled up the 
valleys. I’ve backed under overhanging ledges 
along a stream to watch the rampaging elements 
which left the mountains bright and dripping 
and trout feeding in the riffles. 


One thing I remember most about the Repub- 
lic of Panama was the walk that John Riggall 
and I took along a soggy trail through the rain 
forests. Water sifted gently into the forest crowns, 
and we might have been walking in a prehistoric 
world before the age of man. The myriads of 
birds and animals went about their way, paying 
no more attention to us than if we had been one 
of the indigenous wild species. 


If you find me or another kindred soul thread- 
ing through a rainstorm somewhere, please don't 
consider that we’ve escaped from the man in the 
white coat. Try it yourself and be amazed at 
how much pleasure you may find in a gray, wet 
world that has a charm all its own.

Tape Is Making 


Some Stars Lazy 


By PAUL JONES 
Video tape has definitely given TV producers 
ater flexibility in staging shows, especially drama, 
ut I’m wondering if this tape gimmick isn’t being 
used too much in the wrong way. 


As you know tape was de- 
signed to replace kinescope and 
film which never measured up 
to the quality 
of a live pic- 
ture on tele- 
vision. The

Tape has be- 
come a vital 
factor in the 
presentation of dramatic shows, 
for without it we would never 
have seen such shows as the 
Playhouse 90 version of ‘For 
Whom the Bell Tolls’’ or some 
of the other outstanding plays 
which required the use of vast 
stage properties and settings. 


Tape has improved the qual- 
ity of these shows because a 
producer can see a scene imme- 
diately after it is taped and, if 
necessary, he can re-tape it 
immediately. This was not pos- 
sible with the use of kinescope 
or film.

So tape has been an impor- 
tant factor in improving the 
quality of the shows and it has 
enabled producers to broaden 
the scope of their productions 
on TV. 


But it is making some pro- 
ducers—and some stars—lazy. 
And the all too frequent use of 
tape has taken some of the 
spontaneity and pace away 
from the very shows which 
were exciting mainly because 
they were “‘live.” 


You might be interested to 
know that the last several shows 
Dinah Shore did this past season 
were taped well in advance of 


the Sunday showing. They were 
taped, at Dinah's leisure, before 
live audiences in the Burbank, 
Calif., Studios. 


If you were not paying par- 
ticular attention you might not 
have noticed that the shows were 
taped. I did because I noticed 
that Dinah would move from one 
number into another, wearing 
a different costume each time 
and rarely did she have time 
to make these changes. Obvi- 
ously the show was taped and 
each number was staged indi- 
vidually and the various seg- 
ments put together in a whole.
